SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The classification of the video recording Color Climax Bestsellers Program no. 234 
has been reconsidered and is altered. It is now classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This classification is dependent on four excisions being made. This is an alteration on 
the pre-existing classification of the video recording in that excisions are now required 
in order for it to be made available to an adult audience. 

The video recording was submitted for reconsideration of its classification under 
s42(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The 
video recording had been previously classified by the Chief Censor of Films under the 
Films Act 1983 as “Approved for exhibition only to persons 18 years of age and over 
(R18)”. 

The video recording contains a German feature and a copyright warning notice. The 
feature is made up of an introductory title sequence and six unrelated episodes, all of 
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which explicitly depict sexual activity. It also contains prolonged scenes showing 
people urinating over each other in the course of engaging in sexual activity. 

The effect of these depictions in this context is such that the video recording promotes 
and supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. The video recording 
is therefore deemed to be objectionable under s3(2) of the FVPC Act. 

The video recording would be given a different classification if scenes containing 
depictions of the use of urine in association with sexual conduct, and an episode 
containing highly degrading and dehumanising scenes, were excised. This episode 
shows a woman being subjected to sexual activity within a medical setting, including 
vaginal stimulation and penetration by medical equipment and a motorised dildo. 

If these excisions were made the dominant effect of the remaining material would be 
explicit sexual activity, including some depictions which degrade and dehumanise 
people to a moderate degree, and the availability of the publication would not be likely 
to be injurious to the public good so long as it was restricted to an adult audience. 
Therefore, four excisions were recommended and subsequently agreed to by the 
authorised distributor of the video recording. 

Excisions to remove the objectionable parts of the video recording, and restricting the 
remaining material to persons of or over the age of 18 is considered to be a 
reasonable limit on the freedom outlined under si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990. 
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
